DETAILED ACTION 

The Examiner acknowledges the amendments submitted 2/14/2008. The 
amendments to claim 11 and new claims 18 and 19 are accepted. 

The Examiner notes that claim 11 was improperly labeled "Previously presented" 
when it should have read "Currently amended". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-16, 18, and 19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Mathieu (US 5,539,300) teaches a thyristor (48) positioned across a load (34) 
and operated to establish a momentary short-circuit condition when the voltage 
developed across the secondary winding exceeds a present level in order to prevent 
damage to the load. 

However, there is no motivation to combine the thyristor of Mathieu across the 
load of Kojima and short-circuit the load during a transition period when both the first 
and second contactors are open, as claimed in applicant's invention since there is no 
voltage applied when both contacts are open. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
